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Groundwater protection on warrant

The groundwater protection by- 
law will remain on the annual town 
meeting warrant and minor 
amendments will be made to it 
from the floor, according to Noel 
Baratta, spokesman for the 
Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners. The commission 
decided to take this route, despite 
the fact that the planning board and 
the conservation commission have 
said they will not support the 
article as written, and such division 
could kill its passage April 28. 

The article prohibits certain uses 
and allows other uses by special 
permit only in a proposed ground- 
water protection district which 
would cover 80 percent of the 
town. The bylaw was drawn up for 
the water and sewer commission by 
Chris Clark, an environmental 
attorney with the consulting firm 
IEP. 

Commission members met in a 
lengthy five hour session Thursday 
to review changes proposed the 
previous night by members of 
other town boards 

Baratta told the Town Crier his 
commission resolved seven items, 
mostly language and definition 
changes. He said commissioners 
asked that a wetlands exclusion in 
the draft bylaw be reviewed by 
Town Counsel, The section states 
that minimum lot size will be de 
termined exclusive of wetlands. 

Planners and conservation offi 
cials had asked Wednesday for a 
criteria to determine whether uses 
allowed by special permit would 
lower the town's water quality 
Baratta said his board didn't feel it 
should predetermine such criteria 
other than what falls under the 
province of other local boards. 

Officials also asked for a mech- 
anism to settle disputes relative to 
the boundary of the groundwater 
protection district. Planning Di 
rector Janet Stearns was concerned 
that right now there is no mech 
anism for an appeal of the boun- 
dary line other than going to court. 
Commissioners apparently opted 
not to change the bylaw in this 
respect, 

The controversial site plan re- 
view process dominated much of 
the discussion as it did the previous 
evening at a joint mecting of 
several town boards. The com- 
mission made no modifications in 
this,area, said Baratta, He added 
commissioners were reluctant to 
depart from the current bylaw that 
states the town engineer receives 
all site plans. 

During the meeting, Clark was 
asked if he felt the bylaw had been 
watered down in the past two 
months as some boards have charg- 
ed. According to Baratta, Clark 
said that the bylaw had only been 
molded to fit Wilmington's needs 
and had not been diluted. He added 
that the attorney said, on a scale of 
one to ten, with ten having the most 
uses prohibited in the protection 


district, Wilmington was a seven 
and a half. Most aquifer bylaws he 
had worked on for other towns, 
Clark said, ranged between a three 
and a five.

Members of the Wilmington Re- 
development Authority learned last

Board members bare emotions 
in groundwater discussion

Though members of various 
town boards fought hard last 
Wednesday to agree on a ground 
water protection bylaw, several 
controversial issues were left un- 
resolved and emotions more than 
once threatened to get out of hand. 
Members of the water and sewer 
commission, planning board, con- 
servation commission, and other 
boards met with Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski to try to find 
areas of mutual agreement in the 
proposed bylaw and to resolve 
areas of disagreement. The mect 
ing was called because some boards

A 35 article warrant for the April 
28 town meeting was unanimously 
approved by Wilmington select 
men at their meeting last week. A 
joint public hearing will be held 
next Tuesday, March 27, at town 
hall at 7:30 p.m. to review the 
articles. 

Besides budget and capital ex 
penditure articles, the warrant con 
tains eight petition articles with the 
rest submitted by various town 
departments. 

Three of the articles have already 
generated their share of con 
troversy. Article 22 asks voters to 
add a section to the zoning bylaws 
to create a groundwater protection 
district. At least two town boards 
have said they have problems with 
the final bylaw because the original 
article proposed by consultants 
from IEP was watered down by the 
water and sewer commission 
Commissioners say this isn't so. 

A related article, Article 23, 
seeks to replace a section of the 
zoning bylaw to allegedly stren 
gthen the site plan review process 
and add further safeguards to 
protect Wilmington's groundwa- 
ter. The planning board opposes 
the changes which they say will 
take much of the process out of 
their control. Water and sewer 
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had said they couldn't support the 
bylaw at the annual town meeting 
They claimed the draft bylaw 
lacked teeth and had been watered 
down from the original version 
drawn up by Chris Clark, an 
environmental attorney with IEP. 
Following Wednesday's session, 
water and sewer commissioners 
said they would bring the proposed 
ges back to their consultants 
the next night 

The biggest area of contention 
was the site plan review process 
which will assure that developers 
bring in plans that protect Wil 
mington’s water supply. Commis- 


sion spokesman Noel Baratta said 
several times that his board was 
only following the current bylaw 
when members decided the town 
engineer would receive all plans 
and play a large part in the review 
process. Planner Carole Hamilton 
claimed by involving other town 
boards and having the town en 

gincer receive their comments, the 
planning board will lose any auth- 
ority it previously had over site 
plan review. 

Planning Director Janet Stearns 
said, in other towns, the planning 
board is the agency which ulti- 
mately approves or disapproves 


site plans so as not to put that 
decision in the hands of a single 
individual. When water commis- 
sion Chairman Arthur Smith 
charged Stearns with lying to his 
board about the planning board's 
support for the article, Stearns was 
reduced to tears and charged that 
the commission took the site plan 
review away from her board at the 
last minute 

Baratta told Stearns the last 
minute change back to the town 
engineer was "not meant to be per- 
sonal." 

During the evening, board mem-

Campbell devoted much of his 
time Thursday to a schematic de- 
sign for the temporary bridge. He 
said the town could use a second- 
hand bridge or buy a new one in 
New Jersey. The cost of a new 
Bailey bridge would be $150,000. 

The temporary bridge would be 
24 feet wide with two lanes for 
two-way traffic and six feet of 
sidewalk. The bridge would be 
built free of charge by the National 
Guard along side the present struc- 
ture by Big Joes, Campbell said. He 
added the only impact to area 
businesses would be the loss of a 
few parking spaces by Big Joes and 
temporary easements taken to 
widen Rt. 38 

Campbell said, according to the 
conceptual design, there would be a 
71/2 percent grade going from Rt. 
38 towards the bridge and a five 
percent grade coming down the 
other side to the ti 
Sweetheart Plasti 
nished, it is expected the Bailey 
bridge could accomodate a full 
load of traffic, including trucks. 

Campbell predicted if all goes 
smoothly and the town and the 
Department of Public Works give 
the project top priority, the bridge 
could be in place within six 
months. WRA members said that, 
based on past experience, they felt 
the time-frame could be closer to a 
year to have the bridge in place. 

In order to help traffic flow 
smoother, Campbell suggested the 
state-move the present traffic signal 
from Wilmington Square to the 
temporary structure. He added the 
whole project, including road and 
design work, lights and signal 
relocation, and a contingency fi- 
gure could cost $620,000. That 
doesn't include $28,500 for bridge 
design, $18,000 for signal design, 
and $3,000 for borings. 

The consultant said the town may 
have to pay for the design work in 
order to speed up the project and 
gain a high priority with the state. 
He said Chapter 90 highway funds 
could be used for this purpose. 
Campbell added that $63 million in 
Chapter 90 monies will be some of 
the first funds released to cities and 
towns, 

The consultant predicted it was 
likely the Bailey bridge could be in 
use for six years. It could be used 
with either a bridge repair project 
or the actual reconstruction project 
of the Burlington Avenue bridge. 
Campbell estimated it would take 
two years to design a new per- 
manent bridge and two years to 
complete the construction period. 
It was, suggested that the Butters 
Row bridge, which has been 
temporarily shelved, be done also 
during this ime frame 

WR4 Chairman Jay Donovan 
said he would put together a pack- 
age for Wilmington selectmen 
explaining the advantages and cost 
of installing a temporary bridge as 
soon as possible:

may heat up agai

The infamous ice cream war of 
last summer may heat up again this 
year as the two involved vendors 
get set to file for three available 
hawkers and pedilars licenses. In 
the meantime, a court case 
involving both Annette and Angelo 
Ciaramaglia and Tina Maynard 
was dismissed last Wednesday at 
Woburn District Court. 
According to Maynard, who 
drives one of the ice cream trucks, 
she had filed assault and battery 
charges against Angelo Ciarama- 
glia for allegedly driving his truck 
at her and throwing coffee in her 
face. Ciaramaglia filed counter 
charges for alleged offenses against 
he and his family. Maynard told 
this paper the judge dismissed the 
charges Wednesday because the 
prosecutor wasn't ready to pro- 
secute the case. She said her lawyer 


is preparing to continue the case 
either in Lowell or Cambridge 
court. 

"I'm not going to let it go. I was 
the victim,” Maynard claimed. 

The board of selectmen will soon 
be issuing the three hawkers and 
pedlars licenses. Maynard said 
though she has a state license and is 
only required by law to obtain a 
health permit, she will be filing an 
application. However, she said, due 
to the alleged harrassment and 
health problems she suffered, her 
friend Leon Wasiak will be driving 
her truck this summer. 

When asked why she doesn't give 
up the route to avoid future 
confrontations with the Ciarama- 
glias, Maynard said she paid 
$4,000 for the route from the 
owner of Woodsies Hoodsies and 
she "worked hard" to build up her 
cus- tomer base. 


Marriott work to resume

Work may resume at the Marriott 
Corporation's Residence Inn facility 
on Andover Street, Tewksbury, but 
the conservation commission is not 
going to stand idly by. 

A stop-work order on the Marriott 
facility was placed last month, after 
an on-site inspection of the worksite 
showed that wetlands were being 
endangered by the construction, and 
that new plans were being used that 
had never been brought before the 
commission for approval. 

An additional stop-work order had 
been imposed by the Building Dep- 
artment, after it was learned by that 
office that framing work was being 
done without the required permit 
that was held up by the conservation 
comiission cease-and-desist order. 

On Monday night the stop-work 


orders on Marriott and the adjacent 
JDC property were lifted, but were 
replaced with an enforcement order, 
which has a similar effect. All work 
is being done at Marriott's risk, in 
the knowledge that buildings may be 
ordered torn down later should the 
commission so decide. 

The commission spent over two 
hours Monday night discussing the 
work being done and the measures 
needed to protect the wetlands. 

The enforcement order allows the 
Marriott construction crew, Suffolk 
Construction, to resume work on the 
Residence Inn facility. 

However, the commission also said 
the new plans for the facility would 
be sent to the town's consulting eng- 
incer firm of Kimball-Chase, at the 
expense of Marriott Corp., and that 
the engineer's ruling would be final.

Is ita good idea for an elderly 
parent to transfer ownership of his 
or her home to adult children, 
removing the home from the total 
assets of the estate and from use by 
Medicaid to cover nursing home 
costs? Each situation is different 
Gencrally, if the home is given as a 
gift before death, the parents must 
pay a gift tax on the current value 
of the home. Then, when the child 
sells, he or she is hit with a higher 
capital-gains tax, calculated on the 
parent's low basis.

"As far as I'm concerned, that 
was it last time,” said Vaughn Sur- 
prenant, adding that he still con- 
siders the money a "band-aid solu- 
tion." 

Carl Backman added that he 
would be glad to go before the 
board of selectmen to reiterate his 
board's position, which remains 
unchanged, 

WRA members were reacting to 
a suggestion by Selectman Jim Ste- 
wart that the board give the town 
another $200,000. Stewart said he 
felt the town center project would 
never get done because the state 
favored a bridge proposal. WRA 
members argued their money 
would help pay for traffic im- 


provements made in conjunction 
with the reconstruction of the Bur- 
lington Avenue bridge. and, at a 
later date, they plan to do some 
revitalization work. 

Ata previous meeting, members 
froze the remainder of their funds. 

“We want to make sure we fulfill 
our own responsibility to town 
meeting," said Chairman Jay Do- 
novan. He explained his board 
looked at a five year plan and felt it 
could afford to donate the 
$110,000 which was slated for the 
beautification of Wilmington 
Square. He added Thursday the 
WRA expects the town to 
reciprocate and pay back the funds 
when they are ready to move 
forward with the revitalization. 
Stewart and other selectmen had 
already okayed the reciprocal 
arrangement. 

Surprenant noted that the re- 
development authority has yet to 
hear how the original $110,000 
would be spent. 


Auto dealer seeks 
rezoning support

A local businessman hopes to 
rezone two parcels on Main Street 
from general business to high den- 
sity at the annual town meeting in 
order to lift a "hardship" he feels 
was imposed on him and his 
family. 

Fred Cain, owner of an auto 
dealership and related services on 
Main Street, paid a visit to the 
Wilmington Planning Board Tues- 
day to explain his unique situation 
and seck support for Articles 31 
and 32 on the April 28 warrant. 

Cain explained the business had 
been in his family for more than 50 
years. Now, because of zoning 
changes, he said, part of his pro- 
perty is non-conforming and he 
could be "zoned out of business." 

One parcel at 565 Main St. 
adjoins a car wash operation. The 


other parcel is on the other side of 
the street. I 

Cain had appeared before the 
board of appeals last October and 
received a variance for an acces- 
sary use regulation. Along with the 
variance came a stipulation that his 
property be joined, This means in 
the event he wants to sell one 
parcel, he would be required to sell 
all of his holdings at the same time, 
said Cain. 

"It scems to puta hardship on me 
and my business," Cain told the 
planning board. He explained as it 
now stands, he cannot get any 
financial help from a reputable 
bank. Cain added that rezoning to 
high density will allow him to 
continue in business and give him 
the chance to sell off a portion of 
his property without giving up 
“everything.”

School Business Manager Peter 
DeRoeve said administrators are 
following the premise that "to be 
certified is to be qualified" as they 
seek to rearrange the remaining 
teachers in the system, Commit- 
teemen said though they realize any 
changes to the RIF policy could 
result in litigation from the teach- 
ers' union, they reserved the right 
to require teachers to take extra 
summer courses if necessary. 

"I don't want to see education 
dismantled or fractured anymore 
than it has to be," said member 
Andrea Paglia, who sought to set a 
direction for the superintendent 
and the WTA president to follow in 
joint talks on the subject. When 


Paglia said she was concered that 
some teachers may end up teaching 
a subject they haven't taught for 
many, years, DeRoeve noted there 
could be a "dramatic change" in the 
system next year. 

WTA President John Wood said 
the union is "quite comfortable" 
with the fact that, to date, no te- 
nured teachers will lose their jobs. 
John DeMarco suggested the com- 
mittee review the proposed staff 
layout for next year. It was unan- 
imously agreed to review this in 
executive session.

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Protecting a hidden resource

At the Annual Town Meeting on 
April 28, 1990, Wilmington voters 
will have an opportunity to 
approve an Article that will 
establish a Ground Water 
Protection District (GWPD). The 
purpose of this proposed 
Amendment to the Zoning Bylaw is 
to protect, preserve and maintain 
the town's existing and potential 
ground water resources. 


Wilmington's drinking water 
comes from wells located 
throughout the town. These wells 
pump ground water from geologic 
formations of sand and gravel 
referred to as aquifers. 

For over 30 years, the State has 
required that a water department 
own all the land within a 400 foot 
radius of a well. This arbitrary 
distance was intended to protect a 
well from bacterial contamination.

Is anyone really running against incumbent Selectman 
Michael McCoy in the upcoming local election? To date, 
candidates for two seats on the board, one of which is 
open, have avoided any direct criticism of the 
controversial McCoy, who in November of 1989 made 
headlines locally and in the Boston media after he 
pummeled his colleague Selectman Bob Cain (I would” 
use the word allegedly here, but I'm not that naive and I 
don't digest spin control very well). Since that time the 
matter has been in litigation, with a pre-trial conference 
scheduled for Thursday, April 5 in Lowell District 
Court before a six man jury. 

According to Tom Samoluk, spokesman for District 
Attorney Scott Harshbarger, McCoy is charged with 
assault and battery and faces a maximum penalty if 
convicted of a $500 fine or 2 1/2 years in jail. Assistant 
District Attorney Joyce Meicklejohn will be prosecuting 
the case. 

But on the home front, McCoy faces a larger jury of 
10,266 registered voters eligible to cast a political 
verdict in the April 21 town election. Three thousand or 
so can be expected to turn out with six contenders 
competing for their votes. Joining McCoy are former 
selectman Dan Ballou, former candidate John Forrest, 
Attorney Mark Haldane, Mr. Peter Simmons, and Mr. 
Michael O'Neil. 

But are the contenders running against McCoy on the 
political tailwinds of controversy or are they instead 
playing the 'middle of the road’ routine? 

Political freshman Peter Simmons appears to be taking 
them all on. "I'm running against all five" said Sim- 
mons, a twenty-five year resident of Wilmington. 
Simmons was critical of the November incident 
involving McCoy and Selectman Bob Cain, but made it 
clear that this was not his principle reason for running. 
"McCoy did hit him [Cain] but I'm not going to use that 
as a wedge", said Simmons. 

Ballou's strategy in the election is to stress his 
experience as a veteran, nine-year selectman who is 
taking advantage of the opportunity to return to public 
office. "I see myself running for the open position on the 
basis of my experience and the fact that I can bring 
stability", said Ballou. The former sclectman, who lost 
his seat to Chester Bruce in 1989 by 65 votes, said the 
state fiscal crisis and how it will affect local government 
is one of his principle concerns in this years race. 

John Forrest's reaction to controversy surrounding 
the incumbent is that the incident "should never have 
happened" and that the time has come for a "code of 
ethics for the board of sclectmen where they are held 
accountable." Pending that code of ethics the first 
accountability will convene April 21. In the interim, 
Forrest is avoiding any direct political confrontation 
with McCoy and has been knocking on doors delivering 
his platform directly to voters, 

Forrest favors a renovated center and opposes the 
recent agreement negotiated with Reading Light by a 
subcommittee of the board of sclectmen. Though 
Forrest advocates continued negotiations with Reading, 
he does not support the controversial clause in the most 
recent pending agreement which "would keep us from 
negotiating for 20 years." Forrest said, "I'm running to 
represent all the people in our community; what I want 
isn't the issue, what the people want is the is . 

Candidate Michael O'Neil said the pending legal case 
against Selectman McCoy was only one of many factors 
which motivated him to make his political debut. "I want 
to represent average citizens who need a voice, and I 
don't feel McCoy is that voice regardless of the 
November incident", said O'Neil, who received the 
Bronze Star during the Vietnam War, O'Neil hopes to 
push for a renovated town center, as well as an 
accounting of the increased use of paid consultants by the 
town. O'Neil is distinct from his oppenents in his vocal 
criticism of campaign spending practices. "I get 
concemed when I sce candidates spending thousands of 
dollars to get into a non-paying office. The newspapers 
should be an adequate forum. If people give you money, 
you then have to be sympathetic to the donators when in 
office", said O'Neil. 

The one candidate espousing a clear-cut message on 
the major political controversy of the past five months 
appears to be Attorney Mark Haldane. The chief legal 
counsel for the Security Systems Corporation of Boston 
makes no bones about it. "I'm running against McCoy", 
said Haldane in an interview on Tuesday, Haldane, a 
graduate of New England School of Law, characterized 
McCoy's actions of last November as "agregious", and 
said that “such conduct should disqualify Mr. McCoy 
from holding public office in our community". Haldane 
Stressed that he is also campaigning as a "strong 
advocate” of a revitalized Wilmington Center and 
criticized the incumbent for taking negative positions on 
issues as opposed to promoting positive change. "Rather 
than reacting negatively to positions taken by others, I 
believe a leader on the board of selectmen should offer 
positive positions and expound his values on those 
Matters important to Wilmington", said Haldane. 

Selectman McCoy could not be reached for comment. 


Today, however, we need to be 
concerned with many more 
contaminants. Since recharge arcas 
of large capacity wells can extend 
several thousand feet away, 
additional measures are needed to 
protect the ground water quality in 
these outlying areas. Obviously 
maximum protection would be 
attained if the town owned all the 
land with recharged area. The 
price tag, however, would be 
prohibitive. The Water 
Department and Conservation 
Commission do, however, own 
1300 acres of land. The protection 
of the remainder of the well 
recharge areas must come from 
controlling the activities that take 
place in these vulnerable areas. 

The authority to regulate land use 
for protection of ground water 
rests with the local government. 
The state's responsibility includes 
regulations for septic systems, 
landfills and construction guide- 


lines for municipal wells. The sate 
previously had a Grant Program to 
assist town's in land acquisition 
around municipal well sites. The 
program is presently in suspension 
due to the financial imbroglio on 
Beacon Hill. 

To develop a Ground Water 
Protection Bylaw, it is necessary to 
prepare maps using hydrological 
techniques that define the aquifers 
and recharge arcas. In 1983 the 
Water Department hired a 
consultant to make a preliminary 
assessment of the town's aquifers. 
This has been refined recently 
when another firm was hired to 
undertake a detailed mapping and 
to assist in the preparation of the 
Bylaw. These maps include water 
table clevations and directions of 
flow; well recharge areas; and 
aquifer depth. 

With the recharge areas defined, 
the Water Department and other

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The infernal machine

If there is a primary focus to the Wilmington selectmen's race of 
1990, it is the desire by many people to oust incumbent Michacl 
McCoy. Just how and whether this will take place remains to be 
seer, as there seem to be some loyal McCoy supporters in town, 
and McCoy is working very hard to win re-election. 

The issue that immediately comes to mind when McCoy's name 
is mentioned is the brutal beating of Bobby Cain that took place on 
Nov. 13. And while that remains as one very strong reason why 
McCoy should not be re-elected, it should not be seen as the only 
reason. 

In spite of his ineptitude for public speaking, McCoy's primary 
importance is as a representative of the representative. In essence, 
he is Jim Miceli’s seat on the Wilmington Board of Selectmen, 

Anyone who watches area politics knows that Miceli operates a 
political "machine," and a very effective one at that. And while 
there are many good things that can be said about Rep. Miceli, this 
machine remains as the most obvious feature of his political 
career. It eclipses everything 

Miceli began building his political machine back in the 1960's, 
when he was in the Jaycees. The Jaycees were an active club in 
Wilmington, open to men under the age of 35, Among other 
things, the club taught young men the ways of running an 
organization.. Drawing a strong base from the Jaycees, Miceli 
took his lesson well, and put together his own political 
organization. Some of the former Jaycees have remained among 
his long-term loyal supporters. Many years have passed since the 
Jaycee era, but Miceli still operates a “machine.” 

As a selectman, Miceli had a reputation for having the fastest 
draw on the board when it came to reaching for his "little black 
book." In other words, he would keep a list of loyal supporters 
When an opening came up, whether for a job or an appointment, 
he would be the first to submit a name. 

One person on Miccli's list was Chester Bruce. At first, Bruce 
had expressed an interest in serving on the recreation commission. 
But when an opening came up on the conservation commission, 
Miceli had him appointed. He served on the concom for 12 years. 

After Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski decided to not reappoint 
Bruce to the concom two years ago, Bruce came back and ran for 
selectman last year. 

Needless to say, Miceli supported him. So did a lot of other 
people, and Bruce won. 

What has happened since then has been disappointing to some of 
the people who supported Bruce. On a number of occasions, he has 
clearly demonstrated that his loyalty is to the Miceli machine. He is 
Miccli's second seat on the board of sclectmen. 

This is not to infer that Miccli seeks to be an evil force. But there 
are times when the question of loyalty becomes a factor, and it is at 
times such as this that people in Miceli’s machine show their 
colors. For instance, if someone supported by Miceli is sitting on a 
board that has a personnel appointment, you can be sure that there 
will be some direction given as to how he is supposed to vote 

The point here is that a public official's first loyalty is supposed 
to be to the townspeople as a whole, not to a political machine. Yes, 
there will be times at which the interests coincide, but there will 
also be times when they are at odds. 

In other words, an endorsement from the Miceli political 
machine is not necessarily benign. In the past, having Miceli’ 
endorsement has meant a certain win for a local candidate. T. 
the endorsement and win, or stand independent and lose to Miceli 
candidate. 

This leaves the candidate secking to stand his own ground on 
very shaky ground 

There is no other politician in Wilmington running such a 
machine. While it can be said that a great many of Wilmington's 
pols fall into the category of opposing Miceli, there is no attempt 
to operate in an organized manner or to manipulate votes 

If you need an example of what is wrong with having a political 
machine, you need look no farther than the McCoy - Cain incident. 
Here you have an elected offical who inflicted a severe beating on a 
much older and smaller person, and the machine is still supporting 
him. It's not a question of what is best for the town, but one of 
what is best for the machine 

The only favorable light to come out of the whole mess is that 
the fight has made it crystal clear as to who is loyal to the infemal 
machine. 

In the long run, Miceli would like nothing better than to have 
three votes on the board of selectmen. But the key challenge this 
year is to get nephew Michael re-elected. 

This makes the coming elcction very important. How strong is 
the Miceli machine? Can it re-elect a-candidate who engages in 
brutality? Or have the residents of Wilmington had enough? 

The election, by the way, is April 21 


Commissioners fear a 


watered-down by-law

George R. Allan, for 13 years the chairman of the Wilmington 
Water & Sewer Commissioners, a civil engineer who is vice 
president of a New England wide firm, and an incidental and 
occasional contributor to this paper has written an article for the 
paper this week entitled "Protecting a Hidden Resource." 

It is worth reading. Allan was one of two civil engineers who 
were present when the proposed aquifer zoning bylaw was first 
réad by the water board. He has had a lot to do with the planning of 
ain adequate aquifer protection bylaw. 

What has not been pointed out is that there are now new additions 
to the bylaw, as it is now prepared for the town meeting. 

The changes proposed in the bylaw would not provide an adequate 
law for water protection. Too many additions have been written, 
for the benefit of the planning board and of the conservation 
commission. If those changes stay in the aquifer protection bylaw 
will have been watered down to the point where it will fail 

Commissioner Jim Ring pointed out in the last commissioners’ 
meeting that: "Our job is not to rewrite all the building codes. We 
are here to bring out a good aquifer protection law." 

The Water Commissioners are spending about $90 thousand, in 
getting the best protection possible for Wilmington. They want a 
bylaw that will conform to the new Massachusetts laws, to be 
expected in a couple of years. They are, definitely, looking ahead. 

Several paragraphs are in the present version which wre not 
written by IEP, the firm hired by the water commissioners. One, 
for instance, is entitled Wetlands Exclusion, put in by (it seems) the 
Conservation Commission. 

Chairman Arthur Smith, last week said that if the Conservation 
Commission feels it can get the town meeting to vote for such an 
idea at a later date, that is the time to do it, but not as a part of 
aquifer protection, People who build homes in Wilmington, he 
said, will be against the wetlands exclusion article. Smith estimated 
that there would be 150 votes in the negative, and that such a vote 
would completely "kill" any aquifer protection bylaw, in 
Wilmington, 

Chris Clark, the attorney from IEP who has been attending the 
water commissioners’ mectings is preparing an amended verison of 
the proposed bylaw, to be presented at the public hearing which is 
called for March 27, in the town hall. It will probably be discussed 
on March 28. 

Clark will show the objectionable parts of the proposal in bold 
(dark) type, so that the readers will know to what the water 
commissioners object. 

Persons who attended the hearing will, hopefully, sustain the 
watcr commissioners. It will be that, or no aquifer protection 
bylaw.

Bill Weld 
also adds to his party's problems 
when he announced he would still 
run for governor even though he 
lost the nomination. If the two 
Republican candidates compete 
against each other, it could be 
election suicide for their party. 

In the selectmen's race in 
Wilmington there were those who 
tossed their hats in the ring 
believing that Selectman Mike 
McCoy is unelectable because of a 
notorious scandal involving the 
incumbent for re-election, The 
truth is the sclectmen's race has 
been watered down with too many 
vote splitters almost assuring 
McCoy's victory. 

My advice to barnburners Mark 
Haldane, Pete Simmons and Mike 
O'Neil: decide among the three of 
you which one will stay, the other 
two ought to quit. Most assuredly, 
Dan Ballou will take the second 
open seat. To Jack Forrest I 
recommend he drop out also. 

If the three I mentioned don't 
bury their egos and decide which 
one shall stay in and which two 
shall drop out; and if Jack Forrest 
as well doesn't take his exit, 
Wilmington shall again have Mike 
McCoy and then I wonder if the 
barn will be worth saving.

draft, the Board merely 
recommended that they be made 
the special permit granting 
authority. The Board's primary 
objectives are that there be close 
scrutiny and accountability on the 
part of the granting authority 
regardless of whatever town 
official or board that may be. The 
proposed bylaw, as written, does 
not establish a well defined 
procedure and the proper criteria 
to accomplish this. 

Hopefully this will clarify just 
one of several inaccurate 
statements the press has made in its 
coverage of this particular issue.

Health officials target 
disposal firm's dumpsters

Wilmington health officials have 
targeted more than a dozen illegal 
dumpsters on South Main Street 
for removal following an unveri- 
fied complaint of rats in the area. 

The dumpsters are owned by 
Waltham Dumpster. Health Direc- 
tor Greg Erickson said Monday he 
has issued 11 tickets to the owner 
for illegally placing dumpsters in a 
residential zone. The dumpsters 
are located near the recycling 
drop-off center. 

"I's an ongoing nuisanc 
Erickson told the board of health, 
adding that with this type of com- 
plaint the town can impound the 
receptacles. The board instructed 
Erickson to exercise his authority. 
The health director said he had sent 
a letter by constable to the owner 
giving him 24 hours to remove the 
dumpsters. If they are not removed 
by noon Tuesday, said Erickson, he 
would seck to have them 


impounded by the town. 

The board also learned of two 
other violations. Erickson said An- 
drew Leverone of St. Paul Street 
was cited for illegally dumping 
boards and brush behind Grove 
Avenue. Erickson said Leverone 
chose to clean up what he had 
dumped rather than pay a $500 
fine. When Erickson said the dump 
site is a “real problem" because of 
debris regularily dropped there by 
outsiders, health board members 
asked that the owner of the pro- 
perty pay a visit to their board. 

In another case, Erickson said 
William Silva has been ticketed for 
driving a mobile food truck with- 
out a license and selling pizza 
illegally. He sought some direction 
for his next action since Silva has 
yet to comply with his directive. 
The board suggested the next step 
should be to call in Wilmington po- 
lice to force complian 
Silva to court.

town boards and officials have met 
on a regular basis to hammer out a 
palatable bylaw. To be accepted by 
two-thirds of the voters, it must be 
realistic not utopian. It is important 
to keep in mind that if private 
property was rendered completely 
unusable due to a new bylaw, the 
courts have ruled that a town must 
purchase the land from its owner. 
This would obviously be very 
expensive and would doom the 
bylaw. A Ground Water Protection 
Bylaw, therefore, must balance the 
land owner's rights with the town's 
goal of protecting its water supply. 

Under the proposed bylaw, 
current uses and activities within 
the GWPD will be 
“grandfathered,” meaning that they 
will not be effected by the new 
bylaw. 

Within the GWPD, certain uses 
will be prohibited, They include 
landfills and dumps; auto junk 
yards; dry cleaning establishments 
(where the cleaning is done on the 
premises); storage or land 
application of sludge; use, storage 
or disposal of hazardous materials, 

Certain other activities will be 
allowed only after obtaining a 
Special Permit from the Board of 
Appeals. The permit will be

There are those who say that the 
proper way to rob a bank in 
Wilmington is to first have an 
accident on the Wilmington - 
Andover line. All the Wilmington 
police cruisers will be hastened to 
the scene, and the robbery of the 
bank can be done at leisure. 

That was almost the scene at 
about 5 a.m. Sunday. Instead of 
Andover the accident was at the 
opposite end of town at 300 
Chestnut St., at the home of Dr. 
Gerald Bigwood. Not only did the 
Wilmington cruisers converge on 
the scene, after a car had struck a 
stone wall, but so did nearly all the 
Woburn cruisers. 

A Woburn resident had been 
seen by a police officer of that city 
in North Woburn, where an 
aparument house was being checked 
out after a call. The Woburn man 
entered the house, and then Ieft 
The police officer saw a car leave, 
traveling without lights. He 
stopped the car to ask questions. 

When asked if he had been 
drinking the Woburn man sped off, 
ata high rate of speed, up Pearl 
Street, into Burlington, back into 
Woburn and then into Wilmington, 
on Chestnut Street. The Woburn 
policeman slowed down because of 
the curves and the stonewall fences. 

A short time later he found the 
car, crashed into a fence at the 
Bigwood residence.

bers brought up about a dozen 
modifications to the article.

Stream fishing, particularly trout 
fishing, requires a specialized skill 
that you might not possess. 

You have to walk in the water. 

Wading in the stream isn't always 
necessary, of course. Fishing off the 
bank of a stream is common enough, 
and it works just fine if you use the 
right sort of gear. 

Spinning, spincasting, baitcasting 
and hand-line fishing can be done on 
the shore, but flyfishing is different. 

In fly casting, you use the weight 
of the fly-line itself to make the cast. 
The actual fly is virtually weightless 
and counts for nothing in making a 
good cast. The line is everything 

But moving the line back and forth 
to gain distance is difficult when you 
try to cast from a hole between the 
uees. In simple English, it doesn't 
work. You can cast a Mepps from

Fly fishing primer: 


To compound the problem, there 
isn't much insulation built into a set 
of chest waders, so you need to wear 
heavy clothes undemeath. If they get 
wel, they weigh even more. Hmm. 

However, a drawstring at top of 
the chest waders can help keep water 
out, but play it safe -- don't get wet 
in the first place. Be very careful. 
Wading a stream is tricky business. 

Hip waders only come up to your 
crotch, making them safer to wear 
but Iess effective. The aren't as tall, 
so you can't wade in as deep as chest 
waders. 

Hip waders always have boot soles 
attached, making them look like fire 
fighters’ boots, but chest w: 
cither boot style or "stocki 
Stocking foot waders require a set of 
outside shoes, but save a few bucks 
and wear a set of ragged sneakers. A 
set of deluxe stocking foot wading 
boots are expensive, so why bother. 


Incidently, waders have no pockets 
to hold gear, so either a fishing vest 
or a shirt with roomy pockets is an 
absolute must. Gotta have room to 
carry stuff. We all need our stuff. 

Let's sce now -- waders are all set, 
rod is ready to go and the vest is full 
of good stuff. What next? 

Now you get to try a new skill in 
the water, You can swim, but can 
you walk? It's tougher than it looks. 

The first few steps in the shallows 
will be cither a breeze, or a disaster. 
How deep is that water you're about 
to step into? If you can see rocks, it 
might not be very deep, Or maybe it 
is. Better Check it first. A "wading 
Stick" is nice to have, to poke ahead, 
but it gets in the way later. Slow and 
easy will do the trick. Look before 
you leap. 

After the water passes your ankles, 
it gets more dangerous. You can't 
see the bottom any more, so you can 
no longer tell if your next step will 
be another inch deeper, or three feet 
deeper. Be very slow and cautious, 
and feel out the next step out before 
you pul weight on that foot 

A simple rule of thumb, one you 
were told in football practice, is to 
never cross your legs. Move and 
plant one foot, then bring up the 


next one and plant it. Make doubly 
sure that one foot is solid before you 
bring up the next one. The rocks in a 
stream tumble around a lot, so don't 
trust them. One rock slips out from 
underfoot and in no time at all you'll 
be trying to bail out of your waders 
in five feet of ice water. Oh boy, 
what fun! 

Eventually you'll need to cross a 
patch of quickly moving water. Give 
it some serious thought before you 
do. Moving water pushes hard, and 
it doubles your chances of losing the 
footing you might have had. Look 
for an easier way to cross the stream 
instead of crossing white-water, 

But after your journey across the 
water, you'll suddenly find yourself 
standing in the middle of a lovely 
stream, all alone, with trout dipping 
bugs off the surface. There isn't a 
sound except the babble of the water 
over the rocks, and the occasional 
grumble of a rock bouncing along in 
the current. 

It's great. And if the trout will do 
you the honor of cooperating, it will 
be an experience of a lifetime. There 
is nothing like fishing from the mid- 
point of the stream, with clear water 
and fat trout all around you. 

Oh, and keep an eye on the water 
level. Make a mental note of where 


not getting your feet wet 


the waterline is on a nearby boulder, 
then check it occasionally. Streams 
rise and fall with no warning, and 
just a few inches more of water will 
make a stream nearly impossible to 
wade. You don't want to get caught 
in the middle of a rising stream. It 
isn't any fun, 

And make sure you leave prior to 
sunset, Wading in moving water is 
dangerous enough, but wading after 
dark is foolish. Don't become a trout 
fishing statistic. 

But do have fun. Wading will put 
you right where the trout live, and it 
gives you a terrific edge, even if you 
fish with a Zebco.

Grace files 
local aid 
resolution 


Saying that "cities and towns must 
fiave accurate figures of expected 
state aid as they begin their 
budgeting process," State 
Representative Augusto F. Grace 
(D-Burlington) has filed a 
legislative order calling upon the 
House of Representatives to adopt a 
local aid resolution for fiscal year 
1991. 

“We must send a clear signal to 
communities as to what they can 
expect from the state in local aid 
payments next year" said Grace. 
"Over the coming months, cities 
and towns will be adopting budgets 
and setting prioritics.Communities 
will have to make important 
decisions concerning public safety, 
education and local services. They 
need to know the amount of state 
funding that will be available, if 
they are to make these decisions." 

The order filed by Grace and five 
other colleagues, and endorsed by 
numerous other legislators; calls 
upon the House Ways and Means 
Committee to produce a document 
detailing the total amount of 
funding available for each city and 
town of the Commonwealth, 
including Chapter 70 school aid. 
The order also asks the Speaker to 
call the House into session; and 
place a fiscal year 1991 local aid 
resolution containing the amount 
of state aid for distribution to cities 
and towns, before the membership 
for consideration. 

"Filing this order represents a 
bi-partisan attempt to resolve the 
question of next year's local aid, so 
our cities and towns can set their 
budget and protect their financial 
stability and flexibility in a period 
of fiscal constraint."

State holding funds 
from unclaimed 
bank accounts 


State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
has released the names of 33,000 
individuals and businesses that are 
due more than $25 million from 
abandoned accounts. 

Under the State's Unclaimed 
Money Law, bank accounts, 
insurance proceeds, payroll 
checks, stock certificates and the 
like that have been inactive for at 
least five years are deemed to be 
abandoned, All such accounts must 
be reported to the Treasury, which 


then attempts to notify the rightful 
owners or legal heirs. Last year 
Treasurer Crane returned more 
than half of the $30 million in 
reported abandoned accounts. 

Treasurer Crane noted one 
important aspect of the Unclaimed 
Money Law which requires that 
unmitil claimed, all funds are kept 
in the State's General Fund where 
they are invested for the benefit of 
all residents and taxpayers here in 
Massachusetts,

McGovern speaks on 
state financial situation 


State Senator Pat McGovern was 
the speaker, March 14 at the first 
combined Lions - Rotary meeting 
to be held in Tewksbury for 
several years. 

It was a non-political speech, the 
Senator emphasized. She reviewed, 
in a gentle way, the financial 
history of Massachusetts for the 
past half dozen years. 

In 1984 the cities and towns of 
Massachusetts were receiving 
funds which came from the federal 
government, when this stopped, the 
Commonwealth stepped in. As 
revenues started to drop, and the 
stat government was the last to 
understand what was happening. 
The Massachusetts House and State 
cut hundreds of millions of dollars 
from their budget. 

As an example, one time the 
Senate Ways and- Means Com- 
mittee talked with Mr. Edgerly, of 
the New England Bank. It was at 
that time that the Mass. Taxpayers 
Federation had a projection of an 
11 percent growth. We believed 
that was too high. 


The committee felt that the 
growth might be five or six 
percent, said McGovern. "Go 
along with five percent," she said. 

That was last May. Now she is 
praying that it will be one percent. 

» There are five accounts which 
one can pick out of the budget for 
discussion, Medicaid, pension of 
state employees, health, group 
insurance and debt service. 

By the time you get through they 
seem to have raised the costs 13 
percent. Maybe we are going to 
need $6 or $7 million. They just 
won't get it. 

The state has borrowed money 
and paid interest every year to keep 
the "T" afloat. McGovern has tried 
to change the law 100 times, As of 
1983 the T was supposed to be 
funded, and it never has been done. 
The Boston Globe has eviscerated 
her, on this, 

That law was to deny to the T, - 
and it never was done, The Senate 
discussed this, and voted on it and 
every man and woman outside the 

"T" district voted with McGovern, 

There is a crisis in public 
confidence, and new leadership in 
the state can change it. A change 
would be good for Massachusetts. 

Is there fat in the budget? Yes, in 
some large accounts. We do not 


need more door keepers, we should 
have the secretariat reduced. But 
give them time, and they will be 
phased out. Most of the press 
officers have been cut back. 

Better management is the key, 
and we can cut another 3/4 million, 
she said, But Medicaid has grown 


by the millions, and it is still going 
to hurt. 

We must make the reforms, she 
said, They are brutal but we should 
stabilize, and try to move forward. 

"In the Medicaid budget so much 
was institutionalized in the early 
80's -- and right now in Massachu- 
setts there are persons gelling 
better care than anyone in this 
room", she said. 

Compared to other New England 
states Mass. is high in Medicaid, 
but our income is also higher than 
in other New England states, and at 
least the account has been 
identified. Why shouldn't we make 
people with means pay for 
Medicaid? 

We do have a wonderful cdu- 
cational system in this state - both 
public and private, the senator said. 

But in times of political crisis, 
when the moncy is not there - what 
do we do? We have to hope that 
may be there are accounts that can 
be cut, she said,

Metco kids have a big commitment 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


They work a 12-hour-day, what 
with rising at 5 a.m. and a long, 
stuffy commute. Add “overtime” 
and maybe some recreation at the 
end of that day, and it’s no wonder 
that the kids “lucky enough” to be 
involved in the METCO programs 
in several area towns sometimes 
don’t feel all that lucky. Not the 
16-year-olds, and not the six-year- 
olds, 

They’re teased in Boston for 
trying to be white. The kids in the 
suburbs see them as black. 

Even so, across the board, many 
METCO alumni have handily sur- 
vived the lands of Middlesex East 
and are making it - they work at 
METCO, Inc. in Boston; head the 
Museum for Afro-American 
History; become school aides in 
city and ‘burb. 

“A lot of former METCO stu- 


dents have done very well, a lot 
better than their parents - but not 
as well as had been expected,” 
said Reading’s METCO Director 
Earscelle Wilkerson, at a recent 
Reading Rotary Club meeting as 
the guest of Rotarian Arnold 
Berger. 

“The new Arnold Berger 
METCO Award which will be 
given to two graduating scniors 
this spring is one positive step in 
motivating our kids.” And in 
rewarding them for their efforts, 
day in, day out and not-so-easy. 

Beginning in the mid-’60's as a 
desegregation program to provide 
quality education for minority stu- 
dents, METCO came to Reading 
in 1968 and this year, with space 
for 102 students, is running with 
96. Kids sometimes drop out 
because parents are unhappy with 
the busing schedule or the kids are 
unhappy in the schools.

“The program has been around 
a long time,” said Wilkerson, “yet 
a lot of people know nothing 
about it.” And even more view it 
through a haze of misconceptions. 


METCO transportation, salaries 
and tuition are funded through a 
state grant which is renewed 
every year. Because of the state 
fiscal crisis, METCO has been 
level-funded for three.years at 
about $294,000. In Reading, 
$100,000 of that money goes into 
the budget as tuition, providing 
for the education of students in 
classrooms which already have 
ample space and teachers. 

For the last three years, trans- 
portation costs have skyrocketed. 
Staff salaries have not. 

“Because of the budget, we can 
do less and less as time goes on,” 
said Wilkerson. And according to 
Wilkerson, METCO in Reading is 
typical of METCO in Massa- 
chusetts. 

Sixteen METCO students attend 
Reading High, five seniors, “One 
of the chief gripes of the high 
school kids is their lack of num- 
bers,” said Wilkerson. “They 
don’t really notice in elementary 
school but by middle school 
they’re beginning to be annoyed 
about being ‘the only one’ in the 
classroom. And with state funds 
so tight, that’s not about to 
change.” 

Wilkerson grew up in New York 


graduate work in M, chusetts. 
For the past 14 years, he pent 
an equal amount of time as teach- 
er, counselor and school psychol- 
ogist. He’s seen it all - yet how to 
do better by his METCO kids 
puzzles him constantly. 

~ The program’s success over the 


years has been measured in terms 
of giving minority students from 
Boston the opportunity for an 
education comparable to that of 
white students. However, getting 
them to college is another matter. 

What's the matter? 

The METCO kids don’t partici- 
pate all that much in afterschool 
enrichment activities, and the girls 
don’t go out for sports: not a mat- 
ter of opting out; one, instead, of 
choosing not to take the T to 
Boston, after dark. 

Late buses on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons allow stu- 
dents to stay for afterschool help 
but most sports run later, requiring 


trips home on the train. Very few 
kids stay around after school or 
come back in the evening for 
dances or other activities. 

The METCO kids who do con- 
tinue their educations are usually 
the athletes, and the athletes - 
because of transportation consid- 
erations - are usually male. 

“IT want to find a way to turn 
that around,” said Wilkerson to 
the Rotarians, “so the kids go to 
high school and college, and do 
something with their lives.” 

This year, his second as 
Reading's METCO Coordinator, 
he has been concentrating on how 
to get things moving for his kids, 


by expanding Reading's host fam- 
ily program, encouraging ties to 
the town and inspiring business 
people to offer themselves as role 
models, 

“The goal of a host family pro- 
gram is to make cross-cultural 
connections,” he said. “Ideally, 
both sets of parents and kids get 
together at each other’s homes or 
mect occasionally in a Testaurant, 
and develop some family and 
community ties that will continue 
outside the school. t

Inspired by success stories on

Wilkerson urged Rotarians to get 
involved “at whatever level.” He’s 
working to help one student “gift- 
ed in chemistry and math” finance 
summer school, and to show peo- 
ple how they can offer less tangi- 


ble - but no less important - sup- 
port. 

“Imagine how motivating it 
would be for one of our kids to be 
able to work with a pharmacist,” 
he said. “Those kinds of things 
don't cost money. 

“They just take a willingness to 


gets phone calls from their son's 
former host family - even though 
the kids are in college now,” said 
Wilkerson. 

But with so many Boston and 
Reading parents working, the host 
family program is “falling 
behind.” 

During the week, teachers who 
want to get more involved with 
the program are scattered in vari- 
ous schools throughout town, the 
demands on their time limiting 
their resources. On weekends, the 
kids have little connection to the 
community and would rather be in 
Boston “which is not the best 
thing for them.” 

Frustrations are unavoidable - 
for adminiswator and student. 


“The kids are busy almost from 
4:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. They don’t 
get to see kids in Boston for the 
whole week - so on weekends, 
they don’t even know the kids 
in their neighborhood,” said 
Wilkerson. “They come from all 
over - Dorchester, Roxbury, 
Mattapan and Hyde Park so they 
don’t get to hang out with each 
other. Their best chance of estab- 
lishing relationships is in Reading 
- but it’s not happening. 

“They don’t talk or act like any- 
body else. They’re caught in the 
middle.” 

Come middle and high school, 
they overcompensate - to show 
how black they can be. “But they 
pick the wrong things to prove 
their blackness,” said Wilkerson. 


“They forget about academics - 
that’s not a black thing. They 
become more aggressive. They 
join gangs. They get caught up, 
and start to go down the tubes.” 

Wilkerson feels strongly that 
part of the solution to that prob- 
lem lies with role models. “One of 
the new fourth graders took one 
look around and said to me, ‘Why 
aren't there any black teachers 
here?” 

“Black teachers, custodians and 
aides were supposed to be part of 
the whole METCO program,” 
said Wilkerson. “But in this area, 
you rarely find more than one or 
two black teachers in a town, if 
any. 

“The kids see all white teachers 
and administrators and they get 
the message that black people are 
not worried about education. 
Some towns even have white 
METCO coordinators. 

“The kids are getting all kinds 
of crossed, mixed messages.” 

Trying to do his best, agonizing 
about how to help his charges, 
Wilkerson agrees for the most part 
with METCO philosophy - but 
does have his differences. 
“METCO, Inc. says that anybody 
and everybody who applies to the 
program should be taken, first 
come, first served,” he said. “But 
the towns would like to select stu- 
dents, based on readiness skills. 

“T think the kids with good 
scores and good behavior should 
have priority.”

"The Handmaid's Tale" Star- 
ring Natasha Richardson, Robert 
Duvall, Faye Dunaway, Elizabeth 
McGovern, Aidan Quinn.

It's an cerie feeling, watching a 
movie about a society that deals 
with humanity by avoiding the 
subject. In this fascinating adapta- 
tion of Margaret Atwood's futuris-

According to Atwood, and 
underscored by Harold Pinter's 
sharp screenplay, sex will be the 
commodity of the future.

After learning all her 
lessons, Kate is clad in a blood- 
red habit, not unlike a nun's, and 
sent off to live with a high-rank- 
ing military couple who long to 
have children, There she endures 
debasing impregnation cere- 
monies by the head of the house- 
hold (Robert Duvall) and attended 
to by his wife (Faye Dunaway). 


Richardson's Kate is a cowed 
mass of disbelief at the film's 
onset who becomes less numb 
with the realization that she is not 
the only person who thinks the 
world has gone crazy. Richardson 
sensuality cannot be completely 
suppressed, and as her character 
becomes increasingly aware of 
her ability to alter her destiny, no 
matter how narrow that path may 
be, her performance becomes 
more and more textured. 

Richardson's economical, stud- 
ied ways are balanced by support- 
ing player Elizabeth McGovem as 
a hellion brought in for "gender 
treachery,” a. k.a. lesbianism. 
McGovern is a spitfire in this role, 
bringing both compassion and an 
edgy danger to her rebel. 
Ironically, she is even more spirit- 
ed than Dunaway, who is usually 
such a scenery chewer. This time

North Suburban YMCA 
focuses on pool safety 


Each summer we read far too 
many tragic stories of children 
drowning in lakes, ponds and 
even backyard pools. Children are 
naturally. curious and water 
attracts them like a magnet. They 
are not natural swimmers and 
must be taught. 

For over 100 years the YMCAs 
in this country and abroad have 
been in the forefront of swimming 
and aquatic safety. Learning to 
swim at the earliest possible age is 
still the best means of insuring 
that your children will be safé in 
and around water. 


When to start swimming 
lessons is less definite.

This is a some- 
limes frightening procedure made 
easier by an understanding teach- 
er. It's a drill they may very well 
need to know in the event of a 
boating mishap. Older children 
are taught the back float, treading

water and survival floating. They 
achieve longer and longer periods 
of floating time from 10 seconds 
for beginners to 30 minutes for 
our top levels. This gives you and 
your children an added degree of 
confidence around water. 

You might ask what type of 
rescue skill could possibly be 
learned by a preschooler. Well, 
although the children are cau- 
tioned never to enter the water to 
help someone, there are simple 
non-swimming rescues which are 
understood even at these early 
ages. Reaching out with a stick or 
pole and the throwing of a buoy- 
ant support such as a kick board 
or life jacket are two rescue pro- 
cedures a preschooler can under- 
stand.

We 
can easily recognize Gilead's roots 
as sprouting from television evan- 
gelism, the censorship of the 
Moral Majority, genetic coding, 


surrogate motherhood and abor- 
tion re; 
The film's ending has been 
changed, and somewhat weak- 
ened, from the novel's. One would 
assume Schlondorff was going for 
a pow visual impact, but his 
conclusion almost scems an 
afterthought. It lacks the power of 
earlier scenes, such as the 
"purges" in which rapists are torn 
apart by frenzied Handmaids. Or, 
even more chilling, a public birth 
in which a Handmaid's child is 
delivered into the waiting arms of 
a uniformed wife. The look of 
shock on the new mother's face 
best symbolizes the terrorism of 
lost freedoms.
